Another way to win is to take your time in the early stages and then come with a rush 
at the end. Fighting Step did that. In the Paumonok Handicap at Jamaica he fol- 
Z lowed Buzfuz and others for most of the race then went to the outside to stay out of 
i trouble and won the six furlong race in the stretch in 1:10 4/5. He beat Buzfuz, Play 
Pretty, Greek Warrior, Paper Mill, Sir Bim, Chassis and others. 


Altogether Fighting Step won $157,715 in three seasons of racing. His first crop of 
foals arrived in 1948. They are outstanding.

*Rhodes Scholar was an outstanding 3-year-old of his year in England. After de- 
cisively beating *Mahmoud, the Derby winner, in the St. James Palace Stakes, he 
justified the high regard horsemen placed in him and virtually walked away with the 
Eclipse Stakes. *Rhodes Scholar became a screaming hot favorite for the St. Leger 
of his day, at 6 to 4. Shortly after the start it was apparent that something was 
wrong with him. The son of Pharos finished out of the money, pulled up sore. His 
son, Black Tarquin, won the race 12 years later. 


*Rhodes Scholar comes from a great sire line. His sire, Pharos, led the English and 
the French sire lists, was brother to Fairway, leading sire in England four times. 
Pharos is also sire of Nearco (leading sire in England), Pharis (leading sire in 
France), etc. 


*Rhodes Scholar is out of the great English race mare Book Law, winner of the St. 
Leger in 1927, the Coronation, Jockey Club Gold Cup, other stakes. She won £31,875. 


Every name in *Rhodes Scholar's first two generations has produced a St. Leger winner. 
except Book Law and she won the famous race. 


*Rhodes Scholar has sired stakes winners in England and 
America, including Oxonian, Sir Edward, Rhodesia, Post 
Graduate, Alworth, Scholarship, and Black Tarquin.

A horse of great speed and rare courage, Lovely Night won four allowance 
races and two handicaps at two. At three he won five of his nine starts in- 
cluding the Constitution, Queens County, Empire City and Butler Handicap, set- 
ting a new track record of 1:57 2/5 for 1 3/16 miles. 


He defeated such great horses as Heelfly, Fighting Fox, Hash, Heather 
Broom, Porter’s Mite, *Isolater, and Sickle T. 


Lovely Night did not race at four and only started a couple of times at five. 
At six he won his first four starts in jumping races—he won the Amagansett, 
Cagliostro Hurdle Handicaps and Shillelah Steeplechase Handicap, and finished 
second in the Broad Hollow Steeplechase Handicap. 

His dam, Snooze, won seven races and also produced the stakes winners, 
Pompey’s Pillar, Royal Nap, Scholarship, and Slumber Song. 

Lovely Night entered the stud in 1943. His first crop of eight foals, now 
three-year-olds, five of which have started, include the stakes winners Lovely 
Imp (Polly Drummond Stakes), Sweet Dream (Gazelle Stakes), Ekard (handi- 
cap winner), and the winners Miss Loretta, Varodi (at 2 and 8), and Vim. His 
two year-old winners, 1948, are Miboys Sugar and Charm Prince. 

For the 1949 season, Lovely Night will stand at $500, money refunded if 
mare is not in foal October 1. Also standing at High Hope Farm are the stal- 
lions Vincentive and Pass Out.

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cy of the recent releases from a Government agency 

in Washington had to do with the continuing concen- 
tration of economic power in the hands of a few corporations, 
and hence in the hands of a few individuals. The first news- 
paper story carried between the lines the impression that half 
a century of trust busting had been about as effective as try- 
ing to kill crabgrass with a watering can. 

The timing of the story suggested that it might possibly 
have been a piece of political campaign literature. But that 
is neither here nor there—at least, not here. Whatever the 
intent, the story had a moral, not written out, of course, in 
plain words, like pewey on Dewey, but plain enough. 


A middle-of-the-road man laying down his newspaper 
and lighting a cigar would be likely to think thoughts in the 
following order: (1) Well, that’s one of the things about 
capitalism—and democracy. A corporation has to grow or 
give up. (2) If it grows, it will certainly take over some of 
the business which other corporations might have had if it 
had not expanded. (3) If it stops growing some other cor- 
poration will take over the business it might have had. 
(4) To get profound about the matter, the power to incor- 
porate is the power to destroy other corporations, if you can 
manage it. (5) That is free enterprise; it has some disad- 
vantages, but it’s better than government enterprise... . At 
that point the man would stop thinking and turn on the 
radio. 

But it’s no longer safe to stop thinking at that point. Not 
in these days, when you have to look under the bed every 
night to see if anybody’s under there with Wild Ideas. 

Now, you take racing. The problem isn’t the same. 
It’s nowhere close. But there are certain points of resem- 
blance which make it look as if we’d better start looking 
under our own bed. 

There is, for instance, racing’s tendency to expand— 
in the same proper and unassailable manner as any good 
American business. It grows because it is quite natural for 
American enterprises to grow. When Santa Anita Park 
makes money, they start Hollywood Park. That’s all right. 
When Hollywood Park makes money, they start Golden 
Gate Fields. That’s all right. Then they want Puente— 


which means plenty. That’s all right. Or is it all right? 
Where does expansion cease to be all right? Does every 
new track have just as much right there as the last one be- 
fore it? Or doesn’t it? 

{f New Hampshire can have a lot of racing, why not 
Massachusetts? And if Massachusetts, why not Rhode 
Island? If Podunk can have a track, what’s the matter with 
South Podunk? 

[t is all gone over very carefully at every point, and the 
dates are granted according to what seems best to the date- 
grantors. But it must have been years since a racing com- 
mission was asked to consider a race track’s request to run 
tewer days than the year before. It must have been years 
since the people of a big American city faced the grim pros- 
pect of being allowed to furnish pari-mutuel taxes on fewer 
days of the year. 

{n the days when there was a lot of money and nothing 
to buy, it seemed fair enough to take a lot of it in pari-mutuel 
taxes—you could rationalize it as an anti-inflationary meas- 
ure, if nothing else. Now that we are caught between the 
peril of more inflation and the discomfort of deflation, it 
begins to appear likely that many communities might get 
along better if they had less racing, instead of more. 

But there is no means, within the resources of racing it- 
self, for reducing the number of days the totalizator is kept 
at work. It is unnatural, within our system, for any enter- 
prise voluntarily to reduce the size of its own operations. 

On a government level, the reduction of the amount of 
racing appears even more difficult. To a state treasury, 
totalizators are shmoos (or is it shmoon? ), which die with 
delight at the thought of producing more revenue and prop- 
agating more shmoos to produce more revenue. The 
thought does not appear to have occurred to state govern- 
ments that the shmoo is actually an imaginary animal, and 
imagined by a comic strip artist, at that. You just don’t 
have things which go on creating good in everlastingly ex- 
panding fashion without also creating some bad. 

This is a bigger problem than what comes out of a spit- 
box. Perhaps the National Association of State Racing Com- 
inissioners would like to pick it up and have a look at it— 
taking care first to draw on their asbestos gloves.

A Breeder Views with Pleasure; 


Ryan Runs Second to a Curse 


New YorK 

If anyone has enjoyed the performance 
of Myrtle Charm any more than Leslie 
Combs 2nd. he had better step forward 
and announce himself. If you have fol- 
lowed the yearling sales recently. you may 
have noticed that Mr. Combs has sold his 
yearlings well. to put it mildly. But around 
Lexington this is no great protection from 
the comments of one’s contemporaries. 

“You've been selling horses high.” his 
friends have told him. “but I can’t see that 
you've bred anything like a stakes horse.” 

This didn’t happen once. It has been 
going on for some time, and Myrtle Charm 
supplies a welcome oasis in the desert. 
The filly was bred jointly by Leslie and 
Brownell Combs. but she was foaled at the 
former's Spendthrift Farm and_ raised 
there. 

Incidentally, Spendthrift boasts four of 
Myrtlewood’s daughters. These are Crepe 
Myrtle. by Equipoise. Spring Beauty and 
Gallawood. by *Sir Gallahad 3rd, and 
Moonflower. by *Bull Dog. Crepe Myrtle 
is the oldest. of course, since she was Myr- 
tlewood’s first foal. It is hard to believe 
that four mares with such blood—and this 
observer values performance on the race 
track as highly as anyone—can fail to turn 
up with good horses frequently. The guess 
here is that the oases are going to get 
closer together. 


JAM. It is suggested here that the re- 
sults of the Futurity Trial be thrown out, 
perhaps with the notation that Fred 
Hooper’s Ocean Drive is an extremely fast 
colt. He surged past the field after going 
about a quarter-mile, but as he did so he 
veered toward the outside, or right rails. 
The result was that everything outside him 
was more or less piled up. and this in- 
cludes Algasir. Whiffenpoof, Stone Age, 
and Eternal World. Ocean Drive was de- 
monstrably going faster than any of them 
at the time. or he could not have cut out 
across them. but he effectually stopped any 
chance of a late rally. It is notable that 
the second and third horses. Olympia and 
Roman Bout. started from inside Ocean 
Drive. and thus missed all the crowding. 

The same day suggested that Ace Ad- 
miral’s Travers victory was more than the 
fluke it appeared at the time. He ran the 
same sort of race in the Lawrence Realiza- 
tion, and though he was all out at the end 
to hold Noble Hero, of which no one had

any very fancy opinion, he did last, and he 
was holding his challenger at the end. 

Free America, which had a splint going 
in, was bleeding from the nostrils coming 
out. It had been the intention of the Calu- 
met stable to put him up after the race, 
with an eye on the Maturity Stakes at 
Santa Anita. He'll be fired for the splint 
now. and rested. Jimmy Jones didn’t seem 
much worried about his bleeding. “You 
remember Coaltown bled so much worse 
that he fell down on the track. and he got 
all right.” he said. 

On Wednesday Jim Ryan saddled two 
horses for Mrs. Esther du Pont Weir. 
Christmas Tide and The Mater. and got 
both of them back second. Probably no- 
body was very much surprised. because by 
Ryan’s own count this is 55 seconds this 
year, as against comparatively few  vic- 
tories. He has a suspicion that somebody 
has put the Irish puckerel course on him.

THE NASHVILLE MEETING 


About 50 horses were expected to com- 
pete in the one-day flat racing meeting at 
Nashville on October 2. under the auspices 
of the Thoroughbred Club of Tennessee. 
Total purse distribution was to be $10,000. 
The principal event was to the one-mile 
Thoroughbred Club of Tennessee Purse, 
at $5.000. 

The preliminary list of nominees in- 
cluded Al Smitha’s South Dakota. the 
Omaha gelding which holds a world ree- 
ord for a mile and 70 yards; the stakes- 
winning filly Pienic Lunch, owned by Mrs. 
Moody Jolley; the Coldstream Stable’s 
stakes-winning Miss Mommy: P. A. B. 
Widener 3rd°s Happy C.:; and the Henry 
Forrest entry of Castel Beau and Traveler. 

Officials were to be L. A. Beard. W. H. 
Jackson, and James G. Stahlman. stew- 
ards; Paul Ebelhardt, Phil McCann. and 
Charles A. Kenney. placing judges; Ira 
Drymon, paddock judge: Jack V. Rich- 
ards. clerk of scales; D. E. Holeman, 
timer; Ruby White, starter; W. T. Bishop, 
track superintendent: Chester Gates, 
stabling; Scott Hines and Dan Post, Jr.. 
patrol judges; Dr. A. C. Topmiller. veter- 
inarian. 

Principal arrangements have been made 
by Jack Denis. president of the club. and 


Jo B. Morgan. Jr. 
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Of course these seconds have been run- 
ning into money—most of them have been 
worth $700 or $800 each. It could be 
worse, but then the puckerel curse isn't 
aimed to destroy; it’s just supposed to 
aggravate. It’s doing it. too. 


HAZARD. Movies of the race in which 
Warren Mehrtens was injured on Septem- 
ber 23 showed definitely that his mount 
*Out O’ The Sun had run up on the heels 
of Filament. with space on both sides of 
the leader. This was the testimony of Ted 
Atkinson. who was on Filament. and of 
Pete Anderson. who was outside them both 
on Brandy Punch, the eventual winner, 
*Out O° The Sun had a bad left eye—the 
rail eye—and if there was any vision in it, 
it wasn’t much. 


He broke to his right out of the gate, 
piling up Ventolino, which was in turn 
pushed over on Thomsive. Melhrtens got 
him straight. about four feet out from the 
rail. Meanwhile Atkinson had _ hustled 
Filament to the front and had then brought 
him over, clear of the field, and settled him 
to a straight run. just ahead of *Out O’ 
The Sun. The latter ran up on his heels, 
without veering either way. 

“T heard Mehrtens yell.” Atkinson said 
after the race. “but there was room inside 
me.” Anderson took out, to leave room 
on that side of the leader. The movies, 
plain as they were. didn’t show how Mehr- 
tens tried to steer *Out O’ The Sun, but 
the horse didn’t swerve an inch either way. 
He fell all over himself, and broke a hip. 

*Out O° The Sun was imported to be a 
jumper, but he was raced a time or two on 
the flat and was claimed. No great while 
afterward his left eye was injured in an 
accident, and vision was practically. if not 
entirely, lost. It seems somewhat harsh to 
tell an owner that a $10.000 property— 
that was the claiming price of his last race 
—has suddenly become valueless because 
of such an injury, but the fact is that a 
one-eyed horse, particularly one which has 
lost his rail eye, is a constant danger. It 
cannot, of course, be said positively that 
*Out O° The Sun’s spill was caused by his 
poor vision, but there is at least a reason- 
able presumption. It seems a chance that 
ought not to be taken. 

As for Mehrtens. it was at first thought 
he had been critically injured. He came 
out of the concussion the night of the in- 
jury. seemed to have nothing worse than a 
sore shoulder.

American Stock Meets the Test 
Of an Everlasting Competition 


Imported sires and imported race horses 
have had spectacular success in American 
racing in the last twenty years. *Sir Gal- 
lahad 3rd. *Bull Dog, *Challenger 2nd, 
and *Blenheim 2nd. blessed with long life 
as well as extreme prepotency for racing 
class. have largely dominated the picture. 
The war washed *Mahmoud across the 
Atlantic to an extraordinary career. * Ali- 
bhai is one of the principal finds of the cen- 
tury. *Beau Pere and *Heliopolis have 
had high success. *St. Germans, *Sickle, 
*Pharamond 2nd—the list goes on and on. 
And they are still coming. 

This sort of thing has been going on for 
generations. One would have thought that 
by.now the “American” strains—so-called 
largely because they happen to have some 
so-called American ancestors—would have 
been reduced to the status of a pleasant 
memory. The competition has been fierce, 
in every equine generation. 

But somehow the old lines refuse to lie 
down. The Futurity of last Saturday was 
a case in point. The colt which earlier in 
the season had seemed the year’s best. Mr. 
Busher. had passed out of the picture and 
was retired until next year. But another 
son of War Admiral took over in his stead. 

Myrtle Charm, the filly which got her 
first defeat in the Futurity, without looking 
any the worse for it. has a pedigree which 
is a symposium of the best “American” 
breeding. The first-two foreign-bred ances- 
tors are in the third generation, and one 
of these (*Frizeur) had American ances- 
try on both sides. 

The pedigrees of Mr. Busher and Myrtle 
Charm are set out herewith. along with 
those of Algasir and the filly Sequence. 
Blue Peter’s pedigree is given elsewhere in 
connection with the account of his Futurity 
victory. Now that the 2-year-old picture is 
fairly well developed—Blue Peter, Mr. 
Busher. and Myrtle Charm have finished 
racing for the year—readers may like to 
have a look at the composite of the year’s 
best. 


FEMALE VS. MALE. It is a rather re- 
markable matter that, through War Ad- 
miral, the male line of *Australian still 
shines brilliantly. though it is about to 
enter its second century in America. Ex- 
treme success on the part of a male line 
tends paradoxically to destroy it in the 
country of its greatest triumphs. (For in- 
stance, the St. Simon and *Rock Sand 
lines almost disappeared in England, but 
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still flourish in South America. England 
lost her Herod lines, but they have carried 
on mightily in France; Herod was the 
most influential of the three patriarchs of 
the Thoroughbred breed. The Lexington 
and Hindoo lines were exterminated in 
the U.S. A.. and are nowhere to be found. 
because this is not an exporting country.) 

Along this line. consider for a moment 
the results of last Saturday’s stakes, in ad- 
dition to the Futurity. In the Lawrence 
Realization, the first two horses were by 
*Heliopolis out of mares by Man o’ War. 
Atlantic City’s stakes race was won by 
Rampart. daughter of Trace Call (by the 
English Derby winner Call Boy) and a 
Man o° War mare. 


Altogether there have been ten stakes 
winners out of Man o’ War mares this year 
—Ace Admiral. Harmonica. Loyal Legion. 
Mystery Lady. Noble Hero, OV Skipper. 
Rampart. Royal Blood. Snow Goose, and 
War Trophy. Except for Harmonica (by 
Snark) and Loyal Legion (by Halcyon). 
they are all by imported horses or the sons 
of imported horses. Man 0’ War’s daugh- 
ters—as a group they have an _ extraor- 
dinary producing record—make it difficult 
for his sons to carry on. Some of his best 
sons would have done far better if they 
could have.gone to another country where 
they would have received similar prefer- 
ential treatment. 

Thoroughbred breeding is an interna- 
tional affair. If the breeders of other coun- 
tries, now breaking down the barriers 
against American stock. have any fear that 
“American” lines are weak. they need only 
to study the record of how they have stood 
against the stoutest of competition. 


As a footnote. Blue Peter’s dam. Caril- 
lon, raced 19 times at two and three. won 
three races. and finished four times third. 
One of her wins was at Aqueduct. two at 
Saratoga. She beat good fields, not top-

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class. On paper. the victory which seemed 
to indicate the highest class on her part 
was at Saratoga on July 27 of her 3-year- 
old season. In six-furlong allowance 
race on a sloppy track she won over Star 
Beacon, Song o° War. Bulrush, Rodney. 
and two others. with only trifling differ- 
ences in weights. She was not included in 
the Experimental Free Handicap of 1941, 
but she beat some of the fillies which were. 
Apparently she preferred a wet track. In 
some of her races she showed high speed. 
then quit. It is just possible that some- 
thing unpleasant was happening to her 
feet. 


STAMINA TEST. In the St. Leger the 
French-bred My Love finished sixth. about 
ten lengths behind the winner. the Amer- 
ican-bred Black Tarquin. The result led 
the racing correspondent of the London 
Times to comment, a day or so later: 


Vatellor has twice sired the winner of the 
Derby. On each occasion his son has been 
beaten in the subsequent St. Leger, although 
they had both appeared to outstay their oppo- 
Vatellor himself was a 
horse who was at his best over greater dis- 
tances than two miles. Is the Derby a greater 
test of stamina than the St. Leger? Certainly, 
it is a quarter of a mile shorter, but past results 
show several St. Leger winners who did not 
seem bred for a mile and three-quarters, and 
whose progeny have turned out to be deficient 


nents in the Derby. 


in stamina. 

The Derby course can be a very stern test 
to three-year-olds before the summer months 
have allowed them full development, and the 
race is never run at a false pace. Saturday’s 
St. Leger took 3min. 8 3-5sec.. Windsor Lad 
and Coronach took 3min. 1 3-5sec.. and Bahram 
3min. 1 4-5sec. 


I haven't much doubt that the Derby is 
at least as good a test of stamina as the St. 
Leger. It could easily be better. Since 
I have never seen either a Derby or a 
Leger. or Epsom or Doncaster. the opinion 
may be discounted accordingly. 

At Newmarket one day Michael Beary 
said to me. “I want you to come to my 
place for a night. and we'll go over to Ep- 
som in the morning and walk the track. 
It is the course which really searches a 
horse—more than any other. You won't 
understand until you have been over it 
yourself.” 

Unfortunately I found myself unable to 
accept the invitation. but other jockeys ap- 
proved Beary’s appraisal—and there are 
many wise old heads among England’s 
jockeys. 

Similarly. I have asked several men in- 
timately connected with racing and breed- 
ing in France whether they consider the 
Prix du Jockey Club (Derby) or the Grand 
Prix de Paris, at 3.000 meters (nearly 17% 
miles) the better test of a horse. Unani- 
mously they gave the Derby first rank. 

But the reasoning was not the same as 
in England. The Derby is run at Chan- 
tilly (in normal years). the Grand Prix at 
the tougher Longchamp course. The 
Grand Prix is not only the longer race. but 
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also the richer. But the Frenchmen reason 
that the Prix du Jockey Club is the pri- 
mary objective of the top 3-year-olds. their 
training is pointed for it. they find it an 
extremely difficult race because of the 
tough competition, and are likely to throw 
themselves off their best form for the 
Grand Prix. which is run two weeks later. 
Thus a horse of lesser class may win the 
Grand Prix by taking advantage of a tem- 
porary staling-off on the part of the Derby 
winner. 

Whatever the reasons may be. it ap- 
pears that top class at 115 miles is the 
most favorable indication of breeding ex- 
cellence in Europe. In the United States 
the best distance for a horse to show his 
best class is 114 miles. Further. we very 
carefully avoid building a track unless we 
can make it all lie in the same plane. An 
up-and-down-hill course such as Epsom or 
Longchamp might draw customers. but no 
horses. In the old days there was a sharp 
rise at the last turn of the Kentucky Asso- 
ciation track, and many a faint-heart was 
found out there. But they chopped it down. 
the last surviving hill on an American race 
track. 

Two factors make it difficult to develop 
and hold stamina lines in America: (1) 
the level sameness of all the tracks. (2) 
the extreme rarity of races at 115 miles or 
more. These are probably the main rea- 
sons we shall always have to fortify our 
own breeding with importations from Eng- 
land. France. other countries. 
(“Purity” has nothing to do with it. never 
did.) 

But this does not mean that the best 
American stock has therefore lost its 
value for other countries. On the contrary. 
our adherence to a single standard of val- 
ues has the effect of developing a special- 
ized but extraordinary merit which. given 
proper opportunity. would exert a strong 
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influence in any other country. It has 
done so in the past and, with the imag- 
inary “purity” fences removed. can do so 
again. 


ROPE’S END. England. where “purity” 
was invented. has retrograded in breeding, 
in comparison with other major racing 
countries, despite the fact that her racing 
is probably better designed than that of 
any other country to select the best stock 
and mercilessly weed out the worst. But 
England. in keeping with her never-give-up 
traditions. is seeking to repair the damage 
by repeated importations of top-class stock, 
mostly from France and Italy. She can get 
along without importations from the 
United States. if the Jockey Club decides 
against opening the stud book. But. be- 
cause of competition from Argentina. Aus- 
tralia, France, Italy. and other countries, 
it appears doubtful whether England can 
get along (as well as she used to) without 
exportations to the United States. 

In the intensified struggle for the world 
market we hope to see England hold her 
place, for it is improbable that any other 
country in the world will ever provide such 
effective courses and races for selecting 
breeding stock. But purity has reached 
the end of its rope. The best of blood needs 
the best of outcrosses. and it would be un- 
fair to English breeders for the Jockey 
Club there to insist that they continue to 
get along with many of the best outcrosses 
set beyond their reach by considerations of 
“purity.” Even if “purity.” as defined in 
England since 1913. really meant purity. 


GOLDEN GATE NOMINATIONS 


Twenty-five nominations have been re- 
ceived for the 144-mile Golden Gate Handi- 
cap. to be raced at San Francisco’s Golden 
Gate Fields on October 23. The race is 
for 3-year-olds and upward: the added 
money is $75.000. 

The field includes On Trust. *Shannon 
2nd. Triplicate. Cover Up. Hemet Squaw. 
*Mafosta. Texas Sandman. Stepfather. and 
Bold Gallant. *Mashie 2nd. owned by the 
Montrose Stable. and *Masteurzo. owned 
by the Armstrong Stable. are recent im- 
portations from South America which have 
been nominated.

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OBITUARY 


Edward S. Moore 
Dies at New York 


\t St. Luke’s Hospital in New York on 
Sunday night. September 26, Edward Small 
Moore died. His death followed the sec- 
ond of two major operations in less than 
a week. Funeral services were held Sep- 
tember 29 at New York at St. Thomas 
Episcopal Church. The body was cremated 
and the ashes interred at Kensico cemetery 
in Westchester. He was 67 years old. 


Through directorships in the National 
Biscuit Company and the American Can 
Company. and interests in many other 
large corporations, Mr. Moore was well 
known in the business and financial world. 
But money was only incidental to his life; 
without it his warm disposition, quick 
smile. keen good humor, and his genuine 
liking for people would have gained him 
a host of friends. 

Last fall he was selected by the Thor- 
oughbred Club of America to be its honor 
guest for 1947, This was in recognition of 
his deep interest in racing. his sportsman- 
ship on the Turf. and his participation in 
its activities. He was a member of The 
Jockey Club. he was a member of the syn- 
dicate which imported four French. stal- 
lions last year. he was the owner of Circle 
M Farm. at Lexington. and the Circle M 
racing stable. All phases of racing at- 
tracted his notice. 

His first association with the Turf as an 
owner was in 1921, when in partnership 
with two others he owned a stable of stee- 
plechasers. But before that he had carried 
on the breeding of harness horses, at which 
his father had been notably successful. 
The elder Moore was a famous whip in 
the days of coaching and road racing, and 
on occasion had taken horses to England 
for racing. 

During recent years Mr. Moore’s most 
successful horses were Cosmic Missile, one 
of the best 3-year-old fillies of 1947, and 
Relic, one of the leading 2-year-old colts 
of last year. Before that he had owned 
Big Pebble. which under the blue and 
white Circle M colors won the McLennan, 
Widener. and Washington Park Handicaps 
and the Hollywood Gold Cup. 

In 1941 he began to expand his small 
Thoroughbred breeding interests and 
bought Slickaway Farm, at Lexington, 
which he renamed Circle M Farm. In the 
fall of 1946 he bought from the syndicate 
which had acquired the lands and horses 
of the late Col. E. R. Bradley a 622-acre 
tract of the Idle Hour Farm, including the 


main residence and many of the farm 
buildings. He also bought a group of the 
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breedmares. yearlings. and weanlings, of 
which Relic was one. Later he became a 
member of the syndicate which imported 
*Goya 2nd. *Priam 2nd, *Adaris, and 
*Hierocles from France. 

One of his early sporting interests was 
yachting and boating. In this connection

From his first crop of foals the brilliant 
race horse Alsab has sired two stakes win- 
ners. They are the fillies Alsab’s Day and 
Myrtle Charm. The latter probably will be 
considered the outstanding 2-year-old filly 
of 1948. 

A granddaughter of the noted Myrtle- 
wood, she has won three of her four starts 
this year, including the Spinaway and Ma- 
tron Stakes. Her only defeat was in the 
Futurity Stakes. She was second on this 
eecasion to the high-class Blue Peter, 
which beat her less than a length in record 
time for the race. 


Bred by Brownell and Leslie Combs 2nd, 
she was bought by Mrs. Elizabeth N. Gra- 
ham’s Maine Chance Farm (through an 
agent) for $27.000. at the Keeneland Sum- 
mer Sales of 1947. During her short career 
this year she won $64,830. Barring mis- 
hap. the Maine Chance stable will enter 
next year’s racing with two of the out- 
standing developments from this year’s ju- 
venile crop: Myrtle Charm and her stable- 
mate Mr. Busher, a two-time stakes winner 
which also will rank near the top in his 
division. 


Myrtle Charm is trained by James W. 
(Jimmy) Smith, shown on the cover. She 
was ridden in the Matron and Futurity by 
Ted Atkinson, also on the cover. 
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he designed the Circle M emblem which 
was used later in racing and ranching. In 
recent years he had disposed of his ranch- 
ing interests in California and Wyoming, 
but at their peak they were among the 
foremost establishments of their kind. In- 
cluding leased grazing lands, the Wyo- 
ming ranch embraced about 25,000 acres. 
On this tract Mr. Moore developed an out- 
standing herd of fancy Hereford cattle. At 
its dispersal the breeding stock was bought 
by cattlemen from 22 states. 

Mr. Moore also bred and showed some 
outstanding English setters. Among his 
other avocations he collected Chinese jade. 
His present collection is appraised as be- 
ing one of the best in the country. His 
mother, who survives him, is recognized 
as a world authority on Chinese art. Mr. 
Moore also owned one of the most valuable 
collections in existence of historical Amer- 
ican paintings. Portraits of George Wash- 
ington and Chief Justice Marshall are 
among them. He also was a camera en- 
thusiast, interested in both still and motion 
pictures. His facets were many and 
polished. 

Survivors include his mother; his wife, 
Mrs. Evelyn Nickels Moore; a son, Edward 
S. Moore, Jr.. of New York; a daughter, 
Mrs. John T. Adams, of Old Westbury; 
and a brother. Paul Moore, of New York. 


Jack McPherson 


Jack McPherson, veteran owner-trainer, 
died at the Roosevelt Hospital, New York 
City, on August 7. McPherson, who was 
in his sixties. was born in Columbia, Tenn.. 
and became associated with racing while 
the sport was still thriving in his native 
state. 

Leaving Tennessee. he came to Ken- 
tucky where he campaigned a string of 
horses: including the good Sands of Pleas- 
ure. While in the mid-West, he trained 
for John Marsch, then went on to New 
York to form a connection with Robert A. 
Fairbairn, for whom he developed Glas- 
tonbury. 


In more recent years McPherson had 
handled the horses of Harry Gugenheim’s 
Cain Hoy Stable. At the time of his death 
he was training for Nelson I. Asiel. He 
is survived by his widow, Henrietta, and 
a sister. 


Mrs. Sara Bond 


Mrs. Sara Puryear Edwards Bond, 50, 
wife of U. G. (Doc) Bond, auctioneer of 
Thoroughbred horses and Versailles, Ky., 
real estate broker. died at her home in 
Versailles on August 11, after a long ill- 
ness. 

A native of Woodford county, Ky., Mrs. 
Bond leaves, besides her husband. her 
father, Col. William H. Edwards, and a 
sister, Mrs. Frank Bohannon. A sister-in- 
law was Mrs. Roy Carruthers.

Blue Peter Wins the Futurity; 
Myrtle Charm Gives Hima Race 


Except for the absence of Algasir. ex- 
cluded because he is a gelding. the Fu- 
turity Stakes of September 25 might have 
been considered the race for the champion- 
ship among the 2-year-olds. It did settle 
the question materially, because it was re- 
ported after the race that Blue Peter. the 
winner. and Myrtle Charm. which finished 
a neck behind him. were to be retired for 
the vear. The races at a mile and longer. 
later in the season. will not be for them. 

But their reputations are established. 
unless other stemwinders de- 
velop between now and the close of racing 
at Pimlico in November, they will hold two 
of the top places when the annual summa- 
tion is made.

Myrtle Charm and Blue Peter were level 
in the weights. considering the filly’s three- 
pound allowance. but they were not equal 
in the betting. The daughter of Alsab had 
scintillated in the Matron Stakes, run over 
the Widener course at Belmont Park a 
week before the Futurity. and New York- 
ers made her the 3-to-4 choice. Blue Peter 


(with Harbourton, his stablemate) was 
second favorite at nearly 3 to 1. The 
others ranged upward to 94 to 1. 

Over the straight course at Belmont 


there is no decisive advantage to the fast 
starters except as they may escape jam- 
ming at the gate. in case one of the field 
comes out on a slant. The Futurity start 
Fred W. Hooper’s very 
fast Olympia got the jump on the rest with 
a first quarter in :22. 


was a good one. 


But that wasn’t fast enough to take him 
into the clear: Blue Peter, Slam Bang. and 
Myrtle Charm were lapped on him. The 
second quarter, run in :2215. took Blue 
Peter to the front. to the right of Olympia 
and Myrtle Charm. It was this circum- 
stance of position that may have cost Myr- 
tle Charm the race, though it is a point not 
very tenable. After the race Ted Atkin- 
son, who rode the filly, said that he had 
Olympia clearly in his sights and knew he 
could pass him when he got ready. But 
Blue Peter was shut off from view. and 
Myrtle Charm’s rider could not gauge the 
freedom with which the War Admiral colt 
was running. But at 615 furlongs over a 
straight course. with a prize of $88.410 
awaiting the winner over a field of the best 
young horses in training. there is no time 
for speculation. So Atkinson his 
hardest on Myrtle Charm. Willie Garner 


Only half a length separated Elue Peter (No. 3) and Myrtle Charm at the finish of the Futurity Stakes.

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The 61% furlongs was run in 1:1435, only a fifth slower than the 
Blue Peter was winning his sixth consecutive stakes, his seventh victory in a row.

The first six furlongs were run in 1:0815. 
equaling True North’s track record (it was 
just a fifth slower than Artful’s world ree- 
ord for a straight course).

Fifty yards from the wire the filly was 
almost at Blue Peter’s shoulder, but from 
there on she could not gain. The colt 
owned by Joseph M. Roebling, the New 
Jersey builder and breeder. won by half a 
length in 1:14%5. a fifth slower than Por- 
ter’s Mite’s track record. which also is the 
world record. Sport Page. an Our Boots 
colt bred and owned by Woodvale Farm, 
passed Olympia and won third money, but 
he was seven lengths behind the first two. 

Blue Peter. a bay son of War Admiral— 
Carillon, by Case Ace, is the first Futurity 
winner for Mr. Roebling. He is the first 
to be trained by Andy Schuttinger, too, 
but the former rider is not inexperienced 
in Futurities: he won the race aboard Dun- 
boyne in 1918. He trained Carillon, dam 
of the Futurity winner. which also was 
bred by Mr. Roebling. and he owned and 
trained Sunfeathers, the second dam. 

Next big objective for Blue Peter will be 
the Kentucky Derby, it was generally un- 
derstood. He ended his year’s work with 
eight wins from ten starts, earnings of 
$189.185. The Futurity was his seventh 
consecutive win, his sixth stakes victory in 
a row. 

Myrtle Charm, which lost no prestige in 
the running. retires for the season with 
three wins from four starts, earnings of

Engle Case Headed for Court; 


Puente Loses a Close Decision 


Los ANGELES 

Journalists on the trail of racing news 
have been wearing out elevators running 
between the Greater Los Angeles Press 
Club and the California Horse Racing 
Board. Both happen to be located in the 
Case Hotel, and that made it convenient 
when a couple of newsworthy stories broke 
recently. 

It seems that Loyd Wright, Dwight Mur- 
phy, and Nion Tucker rolled up their 
sleeves, as it were. and in the space of 
several days waded into the bigger prob- 
lems confronting the sport. From left to 
right, and more or less in their order of 
importance, issues they settled were the 
status of Trainer Jack Engle, whose li- 
cense was revoked for the remainder of 
the year. and the proposed racetrack at 
Puente, which lost out in a photo finish. 
The vote on Puente was 2 to 1 against. 

Under the rules of California racing 
Engle, as head trainer of the R. S. Howard 
stable, had been held responsible for the 
doping of the 2-year-olds Fractured and 
Criss Cross. which won their races last 
June 29 and 30 at Hollywood Park. He 
also was held responsible on another 
charge, which had to do with the nerving 
of the horse Gallavant. 

The board not only revoked his license 
for the remainder of the year, but also at- 
tached the recommendation that subse- 
quent boards shall not entertain an appli- 
cation for renewal of the license for one 
year, or until September 17, 1949. Until 
further notice, Engle has been barred from 
all tracks within the State. 

The board announced that a decision in 
the case of Andrew J. Coghill, stable fore- 
man under Engle, would be reached soon. 
Coghill, according to another groom in 
the Howard barn—Robert Patterson—was 
the man who “needled” the two horses. 
Patterson testified he saw it happen. 


COURTWARD BOUND. Present when 
Alfred B. Fiske. secretary of the board, 
made public the findings of the governing 
group was Alfred Jay Luke, Engle’s at- 
torney and a prominent Thoroughbred 
owner and breeder. As president of the 
California Thoroughbred Owners and 
Trainers Association, Luke has still an- 
other interest in the matter. He holds that 
Rule 313, which makes a trainer responsi- 
ble for the condition of his horse at all 
times, is “absurd,” and he plans to take 
the Engle case to court. 
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First step, he intimated, will be a writ 
of mandate for the restoration of Engle’s 
license. He pointed out that three men 
are currently under suspension for the 
same deed: Robert Brennan, a groom in 
the Howard barn, who signed a confession 
that he doped the horses because he was 
paid $50 by a character known as “Mac;” 
and Coghill and Engle. Brennan. alias 
Robert Bryan, is being held under $25,000 
bond on four felony counts involving vio- 
lation of the narcotics law. 

Luke feels the case will eventually find 
its way to the United States Supreme 
Court, and he hopes it will because it may 
result in a clarification of the stimulation 
rule on a national basis. The case of 
W. L. Sandstrom, who was suspended two 
years ago at Del Mar for the stimulation 
of Cover Up, is expected to come up on 
the Supreme Court calendar in October. 
The decision may have an important bear- 
ing on the Engle case. 


SPLIT DECISION. While the Board 
was in complete agreement on the guilt 
of Engle. it was a horse of an entirely dif- 
ferent color on the question of the pro- 
posed track at Puente. 


Murphy and Tucker held that the 
Southern California Jockey Club, which 
had made the pitch for Puente, had failed 
to show that a third track in Los Angeles 
county would “be in the public interests.” 
In that viewpoint they agreed right on 
down the line with business and civic lead- 
ers, who had opposed the track from the 
start. 

Chairman Wright felt that Puente 
should be permitted to operate. He felt it 
strongly enough to write a_ dissenting 
opinion that covered a couple of pages. He 
made a point that the legislature has failed 
to set forth any standards to assist in the 
determination of what constitutes “public 
interest.” 

“The evidence.” he added, “shows that 
racing in Los Angeles County has grown 
to such proportions and is so lucrative that 
another track will not necessarily result 
in the established tracks enjoying less than 
a most substantial business.” 

As an attorney, Wright stuck right with 
the letter of the law all the way. He said 
there is no legislation showing an inten- 
tion that those “first in”—referring to 
Santa Anita and Hollywood Parks—should 
enjoy “an exclusive perpetual monopoly.” 

“The testimony shows,” he said, “that 
the saturation point”’—except as far as 
racing dates is concerned—“has not been 
reached.” 

Mr. Wright may be right. All this re- 
porter knows is that the surest way to 
finish racing, but good, in southern Cali- 
fornia is to start another track in Los 
Angeles County. And an awful lot of 
people who love the sport heaved a sigh of 
relief when the petition for a permit at 
Puente was turned down.

Old Rosebud: A Kentucky Derby 
Was Among His 40 Victories 


Trying to comment intelligently on Old 
Rosebud is rather a difficult task for me 
because I am none too familiar with his 
complete record. Many of his races were 
run outside New York State. In addition 
he went wrong twice. to my knowledge. 
and was turned out for considerable 
periods. As a matter of record. the first 
time I ever saw the son of Uncle—Ivory 
Bells he broke down when he was in front 
and appeared to be a certain winner. This 
was in the Withers of 1914. won by J. W. 
Messervy’s extreme outsider. Charles- 
tonian, trained by George W. (Whitey) 
Langdon. Gainer was second and Roamer 
third. 

However. I am in receipt of some corre- 
spondence from Pete Hill. of Oklahoma. 
urging me to include Old Rosebud in this 
series. For the benefit of the uninitiated. 
Pete Hill was the leading jockey in this 
country in 1912 when he won 168 races. 
was second in 141. and third in 123 out of 
967 mounts. If Jack McCabe. who rode 
Old Rosebud in many of his races. were 
available this task would be much simpler. 
but | think he is racing in New Jersey with 
Hugh Fontaine. 

A son of Uncle and one of the first sons 
of that sire to gain recognition. Old Rose- 
bud was bred by John E. Madden. who 
sold him as a yearling to H. C. Applegate. 
who turned him over to Frank Weir to 
train. 

He made his debut at Ciudad Juarez on 
February 9. 1913. in a race for 2-year-olds 
at 314 furlongs. Ridden by Charlie Peake. 
he won the Yucatan Stakes. value $705. 
over a heavy track. He raced under the 
ownership of Frank Weir. In his next 
start. running for H. C. Applegate. he was 
ridden by Jack McCabe. and trained by 
Weir. He won easily; this was on March 
5. 1913. also at Juarez. 

At two Old Rosebud started in 14 races. 
winning 12. and was second in the other 
two. Both of his defeats were suffered at 
the hoofs of Little Nephew, another son of 
Uncle. owned by M. B. Gruber. The first 
reverse was suffered at Lexington in May. 
1913. in the Idle Hour Stakes. It was Old 
Rosebud’s third start. He was favorite at 
1 to 2. but Little Nephew. ridden by that 
consummate saddle artist John Loftus. won 
by a head. 

At Louisville later in the month, Little 
Nephew, with Loftus up, won the Bashford 
Manor Stakes. with Old Rosebud second. 
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Little Nephew won by a length. Black 
Toney was third, ten lengths back of Old 
Rosebud. 

However. Old Rosebud whipped Little 
Nephew three times and in one of these 
races, at Louisville. on May 31, 1913, Old 
Rosebud carried level weight with Little 
Nephew (112) pounds). won by four 
lengths in new track-record time. :58+45, for 
five furlongs. 

At Saratoga that August. Old Rosebud 
won two stakes. the Flash on the opening 
day of the meeting by two lengths. conced- 
ing 12 pounds to Stromboli, and the United 
States Hotel Stakes from a mediocre field. 


DERBY AND WITHERS. At three Old 
Rosebud ran but three times, winning a 
purse at Lexington at a mile, the Kentucky 
Derby. and the Withers. in which he broke 
down. When Old Rosebud won the Ken- 
tucky Derby he established a new record 
of 2:0325 for the race. earning $9,125. He 
carried but 114 pounds. was odds-on (85 
to 100) and won in a gallop by eight 
lengths. Back of him were Hodge. Bronze- 
wing. and four others. 

One of Old Rosebud’s outstanding races 
was at Windsor, Canada. July 14, 1917, 
when he was six years old. at 114 miles, 
value $10.025. time 1:5445. The merit of 
this race was the fact he won by 114 
lengths at the expense of another 6-year- 
old gelding. A. K. Macomber’s Boots. 
George Molesworth rode Old Rosebud on 
this occasion. Boots. prior to this. had 
won the Suburban Handicap and was a 
very good horse at the time. Hodge, 
Grumpy. Fruit Cake. Bromo, and Water- 
bass completed the field. Boots was fa- 
vorite. Under early restraint, Old Rose- 
bud began to move on the last turn and 
was drawing away at the finish. Boots, at

incapacitated for almost the entire racing 
season. Come to think of it, Old Rosebud 
also won the Carter Handicap that year. 
He was ridden by Andy Schuttinger and 
carried 130 pounds. Back of him were 
Bromo (122) and The Finn (130). 


That Old Rosebud was a race horse of 
the highest class is proved by the fact he 
started in 80 races and won 50 per cent of 
them. He was second in 13, third in 8. 
unplaced in 19, earning $74,910 in an era 
when the stakes and purses, compared to 
present-day values, were pitifully small. 
Old Rosebud wound up the property of 
Frank Weir and raced until he was ten 
years old. He met with a training acci- 
dent at Jamaica in May, 1922, was injured 
so badly that he was destroyed.

Crown Gem, full brother to Royal Gem.

He is now one of the fa- 
vorites for the Caulfield Cup. to be run on 
October 16. 

A stayer named Lucky Robin (Robin 
Goodfellow—Queen’s Salute) has struck 
form lately and has been backed heavily 
for the Caulfield Cup. He was bred in 
New Zealand and is good. 


DICK TURPIN. One of the greatest 
racing sensations of recent years hap- 
pened in Melbourne not long ago when 
the connections of the useful galloper. 
Dick Turpin, were warned off the Turf for 
alleged doping of the horse when he won 
a race at Flemington on August 21. 

The owner is Mr. Sid Lyons, a book- 
maker, and son of a prominent bookmaker. 
Mr. Mannie Lyons. Bill Duncan, trainer. 
and J. Hayes. foreman to Duncan. also 
were warned off. 

Lyons is a young man, just married, and 
Duncan was, in his day. the outstanding 
jockey in Australia. He won the Mel- 
bourne Cup on Nightwatch and Peter Pan 
and rode more than 900 winners up to the 
time his career was cut short in a race 
fall in 1933. 

A wealthy man. Duncan turned his at- 
tention to training but achieved nothing 
like the success he did as a rider. The 
parties have appealed. 

The sensation began on August 21 after 
Dick Turpin had won a race in which he 
was well backed. A man named Brooks 
is alleged to have informed the stewards 
that Dick Turpin had been doped and a 
swab was taken on the course 50 minutes 
after the race had been run. 

Handed to a government analyst. the 
swab revealed distinct traces of benzedrine 
and after protracted proceedings before 
the stipendiary stewards, Lyons. Duncan. 
and Hayes were warned off. Their appeal 
to the committee of the Victoria Racing 
Club. leading Turf body in Melbourne. 
will be heard later in the month. 


BAILEY PAYTEN DIES. Bailey Pay- 


ten, leading trainer in Sydney for many 


years. died early in September after a long 
illness. He was a master of his art. Some 
of the class horses he trained included 
Valicare, Hesione, Fidelity. Feminist. 
Katanga. Siren. and Carefree. Valicare 
was one of the fastest fillies of all time in 
this country. Payten was a most popular 
fellow and will be missed greatly in racing 
avenues in this country. 


CUP FAVORITE. Lungi. a liver chest- 
nut by Dhoti—Chapani. galloped to favor- 
itism for the Melbourne Cup to be raced 
November 2 by finishing brilliantly in the 
Memsie Stakes, at nine furlongs. He was 
not greatly fancied in the betting. but came 
through in the last half-mile to beat Van- 
tage and Chanak. 

Columnist had been favorite for the Cup. 
but the prospect now has changed. There 
is talk here that Columnist will be raced 
in California next year. Frank Packer. 
one of his owners, now is in the United 
States. 

Lungi followed his victory in the Mem- 
sie Stakes by winning the Craiglee Stakes, 
a weight-for-age race of 114 miles. He 
was next-to-last entering the straight, and 
flew home in great style to defeat the pace- 
maker, Beau Gem. Chanak also was in 
the beaten field.

This year’s horse show at Ballsbridge. 
concluded August 28. was a “Standout and 
a sellout.” As always the horse. particu- 
larly the hunter and the show jumper. held 
pride of place. Here the U. S. Army equi- 
tation team won the Aga Khan Trophy. 
among other successes. In the social and 
in the fashion world. Dublin was at its 
brilliant best all week. 

The main interest in the bloodstock en- 
closure (across the street) was the year- 
lings sales. through three days. Here is 
a comparative table:

As will be seen, totals and averages were 
down on last year. though not to any 
marked extent. The average was about 13 
per cent lower. Contributing factors were 
many lots withdrawn (reserve not 
reached), and the lateness of the sales 
and their lose proximity to our September 
sales and to the big Doncaster one. 

Breeders held varying opinions, usually 
based on their own luck. Generally, bid- 
ding was reasonably keen for the top lots, 
though last year’s best figures were not 
reached. The yearlings were an unusually 
good-looking lot. having reference to bone. 
blood, and make. 

The best-looking yearling in the sales 
went for only three figures. The “name” 
sires usually outsold the produce of the 
younger sires, irrespective of conforma- 
tion. Bargains went a-begging! Only two 
vearlings went £2,000 or better (about 
$8.000). These were a chestnut colt by 
Starmond—Whirling Dun, by Diligence. 
sent up by Mrs. F. J. Masterson, bought by 
Anglo-Irish Agency for 2.500 guineas. and 
a chestnut filly by Solferino—Silversol, en- 
tered by Confey Stud, bought by Mr. W. 
Chandler for 1.950 guineas. 

On the fourth day, horses-in-training and 
others brought comparatively good prices. 
though many remained unsold or were 
withdrawn. Comparative table for fourth 
day. Totals and averages were up here.

Two geldings reached 2.000 guineas 
each. Rockcorry (second in the Galway 
Plate), a bay by Concerto—Scorching, was

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by Major Milville. The late Earl of Fitz- 
william’s horses-in-training sold well, 11 
lots fetching 6.240 guineas. The concluding 
day, sale of hunters, was quiet. 


BALLYWILLWILL SCORES. On a 
sunny “1500” day, August 28, there was 
an all-time record crowd for the Phoenix 
Park course of between 40,000 and 50.000, 
which set up new tote figures of £35,834, 
and for the Phoenix Plate, £9,345. 

For many in Ireland this race holds more 
interest than some of the 3-year-old clas- 
sics. Every owner is keen to win, for it 
carries considerable prestige. They say 
that “a bad one has never won it” in near- 
ly 50 years. and the list includes great 
horses like Trigo. The Phoenix. and *The 
Web 2nd. Runners (20) and weights: 
Ballochmyle 122. Some Bloom 125. Lug- 
geen 119. Bird Watcher 122, Loveliness

Blue Peter went into retirement after the Fu- 
turity (unless his connections change their mind) 
with a brilliant record in his first season of racing. 
To his credit are wins in the William Penn, Garden 
State, Sapling, Hopeful, and Futurity Stakes and 
the Saratoga Special, and a third in the Youthful 
Stakes. His earnings of $189,185 rank him fourth 
among leading 2-year-old) money winners: Top 
Flight earned $219,000, Bewitch $213,675. and Oc- 
cupation $192,355. He will, of course, rank at or 
very close to the top in year-end ratings, and since 
the Kentucky Derby is among his announced goals 
for 1949, he will be at a short price in the winter 
books. 

His two defeats in ten starts were early in the 
season. His first was in his initial race, for maiden 
colts and geldings at Garden State Park on April 
17. He was third to- Rookwood and Deep Fen at 
4% furlongs. The second was in the Youthful 
Stakes, in which he was third behind Eternal World 
and Arise, at five furlongs. Since the Youthful he 
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has won seven consecutive races, including six 
stakes. 

His Futurity time of 1:1435 was a record for the 
race. It was a fifth slower than Porter’s Mite’s 
track record, made in 1938 under 119 pounds. 
Fractional time was :22, :44%, 1:08%. The time 
for the six furlongs over the straight course equaled 
True North’s record. After the race Jockey Eric 
Guerin remarked that if the colt had not swerved 
near the wire. he probably would have set a new 
track record. He has to his credit three track rec- 
ords made at Garden State Park: In April he ran 
1144 furlongs in :52%,. on May 18 he ran five fur- 
longs in :59%. and four days later went five fur- 
longs in 25835. 

Blue Peter was foaled March 21, 1946, at Clai- 
borne Stud. Paris, Ky. His dam, Carillon, had 
been sent to Kentucky to be bred to War Relic. 
His Futurity win was the first such victory for 
Joseph M. Roebling, his breeder, who bred and 
raced Carillon, dam of Blue Peter. Carillon was 
trained by Andy Schuttinger. the former jockey 
who trains the Roebling horses. Mr. Schuttinger 
also owned and raced Sunfeathers, second dam of 
the Futurity winner. Schuttinger has another con- 
nection with the Futurity: In 1918 he won the race 
astride P. A. Clark’s Dunboyne. beating Sir Barton 
and Purchase. 

Pavot. winner of the Futurity of 1944 for Walter 
M. Jeffords, is bred like Blue Peter, but with a 
reverse twist: Pavot is by the Roebling stallion 
Case Ace out of a Man o’ War mare. Blue Peter 
is by a son of Man o’ War out of a daughter of 
Case Ace.

Weights for the all-age Vosburgh Handicap, one 
of the few such events in U. S. racing, ranged 
downward from 130, which was assigned to Citation. 
The list of weights accounted for 55 horses, of 
which the King Ranch’s Swap Out was the only 2- 
year-old.

Hybrid Vigor and 


Some Squirrels 


(From J. A. Michaud, Guilderland, N. Y.) 


Under the heading of Sidelights on page 
52. of THe Bioop-Horse of February 19. 
1938. my good friend Joe Palmer stated 
that inasmuch as all kinds of fine stock 
have improved steadily it would be strange 
if the race horse had not. On page 165 
of the January 18. 1947, issue of THE 
BLoop-Horse I just happened to note Mr. 
Palmer tells us how the English race horse 
has deteriorated. 

Mr. Palmer seems to have fallen for the 
commercial poultryman’s  woolpuller-hy- 
brid vigor. But don’t let this excite you. 
The poultry man has 5.000 cross-bred roos- 
ters which he wishes to dispose of with 
nothing else of merit to recommend them. 
However. Mr. Palmer. the pure-bred chick- 
ens are still winning the laying contests. 
This commercialized hybrid vigor talk will 
work when half the works of an Elgin and 
nalf of those of a Longines make a watch. 
For fear that Mr. Palmer is still under the 
impression that our dogs are steadily im- 
proved. I ask how comes it that a wild dog 
from the Congo can win a best-of-all-breed 
show.

neglected until it was too late. 
six are only a drop in the bucket. 


for a lot of advertising. 

Don’s let the clever Englishman do it all. 
Mr. Palmer should not let such trifles as 
a squirrel sticking his head out two holes 
at once bother him. It may easily be ac- 
complished by placing one hole over the 
other.

U.S. A. Syndicate 
Purchases Djelal 


In the spring of 1940 Arthur B. Han- 
cock announced the purchase. by an Amer- 
ican syndicate, of the successful French 
sire Tourbillon. He was to stand at Clai- 
borne Stud at a fee of $1,000. But the 
Germans got into France before Tourbillon 
could get out, and he remained at home to 
pile success on success. Laden with Amer- 
ican ancestors he and his descendants 
finally broke the “purity” seals on the 
French stud book and badly battered the 
locks on the English stud book. 

Last week Mr. Hancock announced the 
purchase of a grandson of Tourbillon. A 
syndicate, he reported, had bought from 
Marcel Boussac the 4-year-old Djelal. one 
of the best sons of Tourbillon’s most suc- 
cessful son. Djebel. 

The syndicate has six members. Mr. 
Hancock. H. F. Guggenheim, Stoner Creek 
Stud (Mrs. John Hertz). and William 
Woodward will each own a fifth. Wheatley 
Stable and Grant Dorland will each have 
a tenth. The price was not announced. 

The sale is subject to a preliminary fer- 
tility test which probably will be made 
this week in England. It is hoped. Mr. 
Hancock said, that the horse can be flown 
to Kentucky. or at least to the United 
States. some time within the next few 
weeks. He will stand at Mr. Hancock’s 
Claiborne Stud. and: will be limited to 21 
mares the first season.

Djelal is much like his great sire in size 
(he stands about 15:2). conformation, con- 
sistency, and speed. Most of his important 
victories have been at distances from five 
furlongs to a mile, though he also showed 
his ability over longer routes by winning 
the Prix Lupin, about 1%; miles, and the 
Prix du Lys, about 114 miles. It was prob- 
ably his combination of precocity, high 
speed, and excellent pedigree which large- 
ly influenced his selection by the American 
buyers. 

At two Djelal ran six times, won three 
races, was second twice, third once, earned 
892.000 franes, including the Moulton 
Stakes at Newmarket, his last start of the 
year. His most important win of the sea- 
son was in the Prix La Rochette at Long- 
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champ. In the Handicap Optional (French 
Free Handicap) he was assigned 561% kilo- 
grams (about 124 pounds); five 2-year- 
olds were given higher weights. 

At three he ran brilliantly, winning six 
of his eight races and finishing second in 
another (the French Two Thousand 
Guineas). He won the Prix Daphnis. 
Lupin. du Lys. and Jacques Le Marois in 
France and the Diadem and Select Stakes 
in England. His earnings. including the 
English victories, were 3.349.662 francs for 
the year. 

The only time in his career he finished 
unplaced was behind Tudor Minstrel in 
the one-mile Knight’s Royal Stakes at As- 
cot last year. Last Saturday Mr. Hancock 
received from Mr. Boussac’s manager. 
Count Francois de Brignac. a cable report- 
ing that Djelal had “won brilliantly” the 
1948 Knight’s Royal Stakes. It was his 
first important triumph of the year. 

Melusine. dam of Djelal. was herself a 
good race mare and to the cover of Djebel 
has produced two other high-class off- 
spring, the good stakes winners Djerid and 
Massilia. both of which have made success- 
ful invasions of England. La Moqueuse. 
the grandam. was also a high-class racer 
and good producer. 


Danada in Kentucky 


One of the newer farms in the Lexington 
area is the Danada establishment owned 
by Dan and Ada Rice, of Chicago. The 
194-acre track is part of the former Idle 
Hour Farm. It was sold to Mr. and Mrs. 
Rice by Edward S. Moore, who occupies 
the remainder of his original purchase 
from the Bradley estate and operates it 
as Circle M Farm. 

Manager Howard Van Horn of Danada 
Farm reports that a program of building 
new roads and fences is well along, but 
will not be completed until next year. Some 
extensive landscaping also will be done. 

At present there are at the farm ten 
mares in foal, five barren mares. and six 
weanlings. It is planned to retire fillies 
from the racing stable to the breeding 
farm. The yearlings will be broken by 
Trainer Tom Smith, probably at one of 
the Chicago tracks. 

The original Danada farm at Wheaton, 
Ill.. is used for horses and for general 
farming. Hay and oats grown on the 900- 
acre farm are shipped to the Kentucky 
establishment. In connection with the rac- 
ing stable it is used mainly as a point for 
the rest and treatment of the horses-in- 
training, Mr. Van Horn reports. The 
buildings include a modern 24-stall horse 
barn with an X-ray room. 

In a recent operation performed there 
by a veterinarian and a surgeon, Mr. Van 
Horn said, a bone chip was removed from 
a front coronet of Son of Chance. which 
was injured while racing. The operation 
promises to be successful.

Tourist List was foaled April 13, 1941, in Mary- 
land. Trained at two, he was not raced, and was 
sold by Mrs. Marion du Pont Scott’s Montpelier 
Farm at the Maryland Fall Sale at Pimlico to A. 
Woltring. The price was $1,250. He was sold 
privately by Mr. Woltring to Lowry Watkins, his 
present owner. His first start was made under his 
present ownership. 

In July, at Delaware Park, he was second to 
Elkridge in the Indian River Steeplechase Handi- 
cap. The Saratoga Steeplechase Handicap was 
his first stakes win of the year. In 1947 he won the 
Shillelah Steeplechase and the Temple Gwathmey 
Steeplechase Handicap, was second in the George- 
town, Beverwyck, and_ Battleship Steeplechase 
Handicaps, third in the Tom Roby and Manly 
Steeplechase Handicaps. He is the first stakes win- 
ner of the year for his sire. 


NEW FLY REPELLENT 


Columbia Chemical Company (11 South 
LaSalle Street, Chicago) reports a new 
insecticide and fly repellent called Pyre- 
none 55. Officials at the Chicago Tribune 
Farm near Wheaton, IIl., are reported as 
having used it successfully on horses. 


The company claims Pyrenone 55 will 
last four to five hours “on a riding horse 
that is frequently used and gets into a 
lather.” On a horse not working, it lasts 
12 to 24 hours. Besides being a repellent 
when used on horses, it is credited with 
having a killing power which makes it 
effective on barn walls and ceilings. 

“In the Tribune Farm tests, Pyrenone 55 
was applied with a new type electric 
sprayer. It is carried in the hand and 
operated by pushing a plunger with short 
thumb strokes after the Pyrenone is pre- 
heated with electricity.” 
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From his first two crops to race, 3- and 4-year-olds of 1948, Haltal 
is the sire of 24 foals, 21 have started, 18 have won.
